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THE BRIDGE. 


South Edmonvon has a grievance, 
in fact it has two, but that is nothing 
unusual for South Edmonton as ever 
since the earliest existence of the now 
defunct “ News” it had complaints and 
aired them with such “Iconoclastic” 
like freedom that they resulted in 
actions for assault, libel suits and 
other kindred complications. 

In a late issue of the Plainéealer is 
alengthy and semi-sensible editorial 
on the proposed bridge, across the 
river here, in which the writer first 
finds fault with the location of the 
bridge at a point near the lower ferry, 
and secondly, and more reasonably, 
deals with the height of the bridge 


and the plan of its construction so as | 


to avoid interfering with navigation 
upon the river. In speaking of the 
proposed location, the articie says: 
“The Piaindealer has always main- 
tained, and still maintains, that the 
lower site is not the one which will 
facilitate the 
the best advantage. We speak, not 
from a South Edmonton point of view, 
but from a district standpoint (for we 
honestly believe that, under the exist- 
ing circumstances,the lower site is the 
most beneficiai for South Edmonton).” 
Just how the trade of the district 
would be facilitated bf the construc- 
tien of the bridge near the Hudson’s 
Bay Co.’s fort is not apparent, neither 
is it explained, and as South Edmon- 
tor voted nothing towards the bridge, 
and is, according to the article, satis- 
fied, and as Edmonton voted $25,000 
and is undoubtedly satisfied, and as 
the country, which voted nothing, is 
also satisfied to have the bridge hocat- 
ed at or near the creamery, there 
appears to be no foundation for the 
complaint of the Plaindealer unless it 
be one artsing from a “power behind 
the throne” similar in form to the 
“power” which was instrumental in 
having the Edmonton land and regis- 
try office built in its present “‘decided- 
lv inconvenient site.” 

As to the plea of the proposed 
bridge and its height so as not to in- 
terfere with navigation. These mat- 
ters are supposed to be regulated by 
ine statutes of Canada, and as the 
construction of bridges, etc., so as 
to obstruct navigation, are decided- 
Jy contrary to the principles of the 
law of trade and commerce,” an act 
was passed in 1886 entitled “An Act 


respecting certain works constructed | 


in or over Navigable Waters” in which, 
among other enactments, it states: 

“No bridge, boom, dam or aboiteau 
shall be constructed so as to interfere 
with navigation unless the site thereof 
has been approved by the governor-in- 
council or unless such bridge * * 

* * is built and maintained in 
accordance with plans approved by 
the governor-in-council.” And further, 
“Any bridge to which this act applies 
which is built upon a site not approy- 
ed by the governor-in-council or which 
is not built in accordance with plans 
so approved, or which having been so 
built,is not maintained in accordance 
with such plans, may so far as the 
same interferes with navigation, be 
lawfully removed and destroyed under 
the authority of the governor-in- 
council.” 

In all probability, therefore, our 
government will not overlook the im- 
portant faci that the Saskatchewan, 
being a navigable stream, cannot be 
legally bridged so as to obstruct navi- 
gaticn, and in any event, as the de- 
partment of public works has _practi- 
cally entered inte a contract with the 
town for the construction of a bridge, 
and the town has completed its part 
of the transaction, it now remains 
entirely with the public works de- 
partment to buile the bridge and that 
it shall be a legal one, goes without 
saying.

IN NEW ZEALAND. 


The following letter was received 
by Isaac Cowie from Sir James 
Hector, K. C. M. G., M. D., director 
of the geological survey of New Zea- 
land, ard who, as Dr. Hector, of 
Captain Padraiu’s expedition, discover- 
ed gold in the Saskatchewan. river in 
i898.

_ The letter may be of interest to 

those engaged in placer mining on the 
river here, as it describes the several 
processes for working alluvial deposits, 
now in use in New Zealand. 


March 11th, 1897.

Sufficien 
say that we have three types 


dredges for working alluvial deposits : 


1. Bucket dredge, on a pontoon 
moored in the stream and worked by 
an undershot stern wheel. The action 
of this dredge being limited to situa- 
tions where the stream is rapid, its 
application is very restricted. ; 

2. The steam bucket dredge. This 


is a great improvement,as, being inde- 


pendent of the current, it cen b 
made to excavate a trench or basin in 
which it floats, and can thus follow 
up any rich leads that pass into and 
through the terraces and: flat points 
along the river's course. 

3. Elevator dredges. These are 
used for excavating deep alluvial de- 
posits away from rivers. ‘The water 
is brought, under great pressure, from 

| 300 to 600 feet vertical head, and de- 
ilivered through a nozzle into a wide 
tube at an angle of 45°, resting on a 
large convex shoe, which slides into the 
gravel as the excavation proceeds. 
The gravel struck by the force of the 
water is loosened and carried up the 
large pipe to the altitude required to 
permit it to flow down the sluice boxes 
land over the collecting ripples to the 
nearest water course where it is de- 
livered. In this way most gigantic 
excavations are made, the work going 
on day and night by the aid of 
electric lamps. 

As to the machinery, it nearly all 
comes from England and for its sup-

CHAPTER VI. LIVE STOCK. 


Average number per farm : Horses, 
|6; cattle 24; sheep, 12; pigs, 23; 
/and hens, 33. The largest number 
reported by one man was turkeys, 13 ; 
ducks, 16, and geese, 5; but the ma- 
|jority keep none, and thus the 
| rather amusing average of each would 
| be 1} turkeys; 1, duck; and 4 goose. 
| Neither do the majority keep sheep— 
|the highest reported being 120. 
|'Though some of the new settlers use 
| draft oxen, there have been reported 
| under the genera! heading of cattle. 


The period during which our cattle 
| are housed during the winter depends 
entirely on the season, the kind of 
cattle, and individual opinion. Dur- 
ing a severe winter milking cows and 
calves are housed as long as from the 
ist November to the Ist April, while 
during a milder winter the period is 
only during January and February. 
The average time appears to be from 
the 15th December to the 15th March. 
The heifers and steers are very rarely 
housed as a rule,’ wintering in open 
| sheds and around the stacks of straw, 

on whith they are almost entirely fed. 

In fact they feed and take eare of 

themselves otherwise, if supplied with 
| water. Cows, calves and_ stabled 

horses are fed on hay, little of which 
| is given to any of the other cattle ex- 
| cept occasionally towards spring. 

In consequence of the abundance of 

straw and wild hay, and the few 
}animals of the herd requiring to be 
entirely housed, the unanimous testi- 
mony (except that .of two chronic 
grumblers) in reply to the question, 
“How does live stock pay?” is “ well, 
very well, and best of anything.” 
“Cattle can be raised for next to 
nothing, and horses for nothing.” But 
although some never give their stock 
any shelter or food other than the 
straw stacks provide, and many con- 
sider they thrive better out doors, yet 
individuals whose experience entitles 
their opiniens to the best considera- 
tion, think it pays to give good care 
to good stock and declare with such 
the best beef in the world can be pro- 
duced in this district. During the 
winter horses, born in the country and 
not required for constant work, live 
and thrive round the straw stacks, 
and even better running at large on 
the prairies—finding good and con- 
venient shelter when necessary in 
adjoining belts of timber. 

Sheep, pigs and poultry are also re- 
ported to pay well. During spring, 
summer and autumn the country is of 
course a paradise for all kinds of 
stock. 


The most profitable and saleable 
breeds. The _.majority recommend 
heavy draft..breeds of horses, Clydes 
and Percherons, being first favorites ; 
| natives crossed with any heavy breed 
next; and the Suffolk Punch and 


forgans are also mentioned. Several |- 


recommend roadsters also. 

Amongst cattle, Shorthorns take 
first rank, being recommended by all. 
Polled Angus come next, then Hol- 
steins, Jerseys and Herefords, in the 
order named. 

Teicesters, Cotswold, Shropshire, 
Southdown,‘Merina and Cheviot sheep 
are recommended. 

Among pigs the Berkshire breed 
receives 34 recommendations, the

animais are most remarkablyhealthy. 
As in other countries the horse is 
more liable to disease than any of the 
other farm animals. ‘A most remark- 
able freedom from disease has been 
experienced, only a case or two of 
hoof rot and. distemper among horses ; 
one case of hollow horn and two of 
black leg among cattle, and two cases 
of catarrh among sheep being report- 
ed, while pigs appear to be entirely 
free of disease. : 
43 DAIRYING. ; 

How is the district adapted to 
dairying? After what has been said 
above it almost goes without saying 
that the district. is pre-eminently 
adapted for dairying. Men who are 
unwilling to accord justice to the 
country in other respects vie with ‘its 
most enthusiastic admirers in singing 
its praises as an ideally perfect dairy- 
ing district. To a wide range of the 
best of wild pasture are added an 
abundant water supply and shading 
and sheltering groves of trees. The 
replies therefore range in expressive- 
ness from “well” to “the finest in 
the world.” During the summer sea- 
son the averages are for each cow: 
44 gallons milk per day, 6} tbs. but- 
ter per week. . 

The only drawback has been 
the want of well managed creameries 
and skimming stations throughout the 
country. This is now remedied by 
the-government having recently taken 
over the management of the creamery 
business ; and under its staff of skilled 
experts a still more brilliant success 
will distingvish their efforts in this 
naturally dairying district than that. 
attained in other less suitable places 
where under their direction this most 
profitable branch of farming has at- 
tained unvarying prosperity. 

The estimated average weekly cash 
receipts from the sale of dairy pro- 
ducts are: $276; from eggs, $1.61; and 
from fowls, 98c ; representing a total 
os $535 to the thrifty housewife. This 
nice little average income is not shar- 
ed by the unhappy bachelor farmer ; 
again illustrating the fact that. the 
first requisite of successful farming is 
in the farmer possessing a good. wife. 

The average prices of this class of 
products are stated to have been up 
to the spring of 1896: Eggs, l4c 
per dozen ; butter, 164c per 1b; cheese, 
11dc per 1b; dressed meats, beef, 5-1-5¢ 
per lb; pork, 4$c¢ per lb; mutton, 6c 
per lb; poultry, 9c per Ib.

| backward and take arfother route which 

| weuld have necessitated an additional 

trip of one hundred miles. 


The detachment reached the Land- 
ing on Monday and came in as stated 
‘above, to the Fort on Thursday, after 
ecmpleting the longest and best police 
| patrol ever sent into the north. The 
| object of the trip was to’suppress the 
practice of puttiig out poisoned bait 
and prevent the illegal sale of liquor. 
| The trip was a success and many trans- 
| gressors were summarily dealt with, 
| and it isonly to be regretted that the 
| brief regime of law and order, which 
| the police inaugurated, could not be in- 
| definately extended for the benefit. of 
law breakers in general and “ poison 
hunters” in particular.
